Needham Society Unsuccessful in the 
Annual Debate. 


Call for New Men— Meeting to be 
' Held This Week. 


As a result of the final prelimi- 
nary for the selection of the team 
to debate with Southern Califor- 
nia, held Saturday evening, Janu^ 
ary 15, in Jurisprudence Hall of 
the Law Building, MessrS. Blakes- 
ley and Bowen were chosen as the. 
team, with Messrs. Schreiber and 
Berry as alternates. The judges 
were Deans Vance, Wilbur and 
McBain. Professor Lorenien 
presided. 

This is the second intercolle- 
giate team of which Mr. Bowen 
has been a member. Last year he 
represented this University in the 
debate with Pennsylvania. He is 
a Junior in the College of Political 
Sciences, and is a member of the 
Enosinian Spciety. 

Mr. Blakesley has never been a 
member of an intercollegiate team 
at this University* He Was, how- 
ever, one of the commencement 
orators last June, and has had 
considerable experience as a mem- 
ber of the inter-society teams. He 
received the LL.M. degree last 
year, and is now taking work in 
the college. He was formerly a 
student at Southern California, 
and now goes back to that insti- 
tution to debate against it. 

As before announced, this de- 
bate takes place at Los Angeles, 
California, during the Easter holi- 
days. We are cpnfideht that 
GeOrge Washington’s interests 
will be 'well protected by these' 
men. x t 


The National Law School De- 
bating Society sent a winning 
team to debate with the Needham 
Debating Society of this Univer- 
sity last Saturday evening in Uni- 
versity Hall on the question, “Re- 
solved, That the establishment of 
a central bank of issue, under gov- 
ernment control, would promote 
the economic interests of the 1 
country.” The Needham Society 
presented the affirmative side of 
the question, by Messrs. A. F. 
Millott of Illinois, Arthur J. 
Kause of Ohio, and Oscar Thomp- 
son of Wisconsin. The National 
Law School, which maintained 
the negative, was represented by 
Messrs. John L. McMaster of 
Delaware, Eustace D. Smith of 
Kansas, and Joseph M- Young of 
New York. 

The Needham Society advo- 
cated that the present system of 
national banks should be retained, 
and that the only change in the 
present system that was called for 
by the question was the establish- 
ment of a central bank to issue 
bank notes to the various national 
banks on the deposit of certain se- 
curities. This Would leave fhe 
control of the issue of bank notes 
in the hands of one bank, which 
could more readily meet the needs 
of the country when commerce 
demanded more currency than the 
present plan of having each indi- 
vidual bank issue notes. This 
feature would, they contended, 
prevent panics, and put our finan- 
cial system on a stable basis. In 
support of these arguments they 
cited the central hanks of issue in 
other countries. They further 
limited the discussion to the 
“economic interests.” claiming 
that these words excluded all po- 
litical and social considerations. 

The National Law School de- 
baters contended that political 
and social considerations were 
embraced in the word “eco- 
nomic:” that such an institution 
could not be conducted without 
politics entering into the control 
of it, and cited as instances the 
first and second banks of the 
United States. The size of the 
country, the want of one principal 
citv, and the characteristics of the 
people in the smaller banking sec- 
tions were all repugnant: the neg- 
ative contended, to a central bank 
of issue.

The attack which has been 
made on the Gallinger-Boutell 
amendment to the Morrill Act, an 
account of which appeared in the 
last issue of The Hatchet is diffi- 
cult to understand. Much of the 
opposition has come from Presi- 
dent James of the University of 
Illinois, the largest State univer- 
„ sity in the United States, and ex- 
hibits on its face a hurried, if not 
grossly negligent preparation, 
which falls short of easily learned 
facts. 

President James is also chair- 
tnan of a Committee on a National 
University of the Association of 
State Universities, and in his of- 
ficial capacity as such presented a 
bill to Congress to found a gradu- 
ate school in the District of Co- 
lumbia, with an initial appropria- 
tion of $500,000, with the proviso 
that such institution should grant 
no degrees. In other words, the 
government was to provide the 
means for graduate study, with- 
out conferring a degree, thus 


necessitating the return of the 
student to his State university to 
receive final recognition. If there 
is any motive back of the opposi- 
tion, it must in some way relate 
to this bill, on the ground that, by 
granting to the District of Co- 
lumbia it^ just and equitable share 
of the Morrill Acts, the govern- 
ment would probably be little in- 
clined to establish a graduate 
school such as desired by the 
State universities. 

The value of such an institution 
we do not propose to discuss, but 
even admitting its advisability, we 
fail to see how it can influence or 
become an issue in influencing ac- 
tion upon the Morrill Acts as re- 
lated to the District and George 
Washington. We may be wrong 
in assuming this to be the motive 
behind the opposition, but the rea- 
sons presented by President 
James to the House Committee 
are as a whole so inapplicable as 
to preclude them from being, per 
se, the issues involved. 

President Needham, in his an- 
swer, has ably met the point sub- 
mitted, particularly the subtle in- 
sinuations to the effect that 
George Washington is a sectarian 
institution. That George Wash- 
ington is .absolutely non-sectarian 
,and : has. bqeu^qr t)ie Ust,fiy£ y e »f5. 
is so well known, at any rate 
where this University is known, 
as to suggest that the State uni- 
versities in their eager endeavors 
to defeat the act are catching 
whatever straws the wind may 
blow their way.

President Needham has an- 
nounced thatr Attorney General 
Wickersham will deliver the ad- 
dress at the winter convocation of 
the University, February 22, at 
the Belasco Theater. 

The ►University has been fortu- 
nate in securing a man of such a 
national reputation, not only as a 
lawyer, but in addition as a 
speaker. The practice of having 
the addresses on this occasion de- 
livered by prominent men, which 
was initiated some years ago, has 
met with wide approval, and has 
made the winter convocation an 
event of particular importance. 

Even though the 22d of Febru- 
ary is still som? weeks off, it h?(S 
been found necessary, by past ex- 
perience, to notify the students 
this early, in order that they may 
have sufficient opportunity in 
which to secure seats.

stracts of the cases and • notes 
thereon during such a brief period: 


Let us suggest to those stu- 
dents who have not heretofore fol- 
lowed the advice of professors 
that they can well do so beginning 
the next semester. Each one ought 
to decide for himself on certain 
review periods — say monthly or 
semi-monthly — depending per- 
haps on the subject and its extent. 
He will find invariably that the 
results will warrant the time spent 
for at the end of the semester or 
year he will not only leave the 
legal principles clearer in his 
mind, but at the same time, it will 
not be necessary for him to crowd 
the review of a whole year or half 
year’s work into a few moments.
